been taking place following a revision of the epheres of responsibility of 

the Chinese regional administrations, The most notable ragult of this reorgani-~ 
gation has baen the closing of the South China Bureau ag an independent unis 
and ite merging with the Central China Bureau imto the Central and Seuth 

China Bureau. There is still no mention of a Southwest Regional Bureau, but 
one will presumably ta set up to control the same area ag the recently consti~ 
tuted Southwest regional administration, i.e@., the provinces of Szechwan » 
Kweichow, Yunnan, and Sikeang, Sub-bureaus exist in South Chine and Sinkdlange
